This quote is a recipe for disaster. Now, I'm not talking about a natural 
disaster like the recent swelling of the Mississippi, wreaking havoc on 
small farmers in lowa, destroving entire towns, and leaving many jobless 
and thousands homeless. | was moved by the images of people working 
together in lowa, Illinois, and Missouri, sandbagging their levees, 
protecting their towns, trying to insulate their homes from raging water 
they could not control. If nothing else, these images remind me of a real 
sense of community, uniting for a common good. 


When I quote “when too few have so much, and too many have so little,” 
am talking about a different kind of disaster. A disaster which is human 
made, greed induced, undermines hope, and limits basic opportunity. 
Yes, this type of disaster wreaks the same kind of havoc as when a 
mighty river runs amok. The middle-class workers of America are in the 
eye of such a disaster. 


In times of natural disaster or in daily life, people want basic things: a 
safe shelter, food on the table, drinkable water, a decent job, a 
way to pay the utility bills, access to health care, and a way to 
keep their families out of harm's way.

BUSINESS QUALITY AND YOUR RENEWALS 


When was the last time you thought about your renewals? | can 
picture many different agent tenures with many different reactions 
to this question. While the rest of this column may not apply to all of 
you, | know it applies to the majority of you. 


It doesn’t matter if you get a current renewal check to answer 

the question, but it does matter that you understand you will be 
receiving renewal checks even if you currently do not. While there 
is no question you must write business to manage quality, it is the 
management of the quality of your business that will make your 
AIL/NILICO career most profitable. 


I've always viewed the quality of business in three separate and 
distinct stages and strategies. The first stage is what occurs while the 
application is in the agent’s hands. The second stage is what happens 
while the application is in the hand of the SGA. The third stage is the 
management of the application after it is received by Home Office. 
Let's take a look at all three stages and their impact on your income, 
especially your renewals. 


The first stage, when the application is taken into the field, is the most 
critical to an agent's profitability. No effort is strong enough to save 

a deal that should not have been sold in the first place. This comes 
down to affordable needs-based selling. Do the products fit the need 
of the applicant, and are they affordable to the applicant? Remember 
that while it may be affordable, the plan also needs to hold value in 
the eyes of the policy holder, both presently and in the future. Thus, 
underselling may lead to a perception that if the cost of the plan is 
inexpensive perhaps it holds less value. 


Crucial to quality is following proper agency procedures. Has the 
paperwork been filled out completely, truthfully, and accurately? If 
needed, were the proper questionnaires submitted? Lastly, and very 
importantly, does the applicant understand the lifetime commitment 
to provide for the monthly payment? Are you reviewing a specimen 
policy to help the applicant understand the policy when received? 
Did you prepare the applicant for the potential of being rated or 
denied? Managers and sales leaders, how often do you retrain the 
fundamentals and concepts of needs-based affordable sales? 


Once the application is brought into an agency office, the second 
phase of the quality process begins. Is management reviewing the 
paperwork for accuracy and completeness? Are mistakes made by 
other agents used in the training process for all to learn from? Are 
the sales managers reviewing the specifics of the presentation that 
occurred while in the home? Finally, is the agency office verification 
process set up to determine the eligibility, the affordability, the 
benefit knowledge, and the long-term commitment of the applicant? 


Once the application is sent to Home Office, and assuming it 
completes the underwriting process, it becomes issued. We have 
entered the third phase of the quality process. Does your agency 
have a written policy on policy delivery? Have you been trained on 
handling rated cases? At the end of the work week, are you and your 
manager reviewing your agent advance report, and have you been 
thoroughly trained in reading and interpreting the action items? 
Action items are losses on the advance report, i.e. lapses, cancels, 
withdraws, incompletes, declines and NTOs. Are you printing out any 
action items from your weekly advance report and contacting the 
policyholder that week to see what we can do to get the policy back 
on the books? 


Working lapses as soon as they appear on your advance report and 
getting them reinstated results in your long term profitability. The 
quicker you contact the policyholder, the more likely they are to 
reinstate. Many lapsed policies are simply due to bank changes. Set 
an appointment to go out to the policyholder's house to resell the 
deal, get new banking information, and/or collect the premium 
along with a good health statement.

However, the most important factor in your long- 
term profitability is correct point-of-sale skills. Work closely with your 
manager and SGA, and get ready for those (additional) renewals!
